First  So.  Baptist  in  50  years  heads  chaplcdns 


WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  For  the  first 
time  since  President  Eisenhower  and  the 
Korean  Wee  *  Southern  Baptist  has  been 
nominated  to  command  the  U.S.  Army's 
5,000  commissioned  chaplains. 

Baaed  at  the  Pentagon,  Brig.  Gen. 
Douglas  L.  Carvn  55,  hm  tapped  as 
the  Army's  next  Chief  of  Chaplains.  If  his 
nominanon  is  confirmed  by  the  U.S. 
Senate  Armed  Services  Committee  and 
the  full  Senate  as  expected.  Carver  will 
be  promoted  to  i  ' 
ed  nis  second  star  during  July  < 
at  Fort  Belvoir  in  norfiiem  Vir

Why  has  God  chosen  Carver?  'The 
Scripture  talks  about  how  God  is  the  One 
who  raises  up  leadership,"  he  said  in  an 
interview.  "For  such  a  tune  as  this,  it  has 
i^ipeared  that  God  has  raised  me  up  as  a 
Southern  Baptist  chaplain  to  provide  spiritu¬ 
al  leadership  for  our  chaplains  in  the  Army." 

With  a  rorce  of  one  million  men  arKl 
women  worldwide,  the  Army's  goal  is  to 
have  a  cha^iin  d^loved  for  every  battal¬ 
ion  of  500-^  soldi^  Most  are  staooned  in 
Iraq,  A^iariistan,  and  dw  Balkans. 

^Our  ministry  is  basically  the  sanne 
whe^r  in  war  or  peace,"  Car>^  said,  "but 
obviously,  die  challei^es  are  much  greater  in 
times  of  war.  We're  there  to  sustain  the  liv¬ 
ing,  care  for  the  wounded  and  bring  honor 
to  mose  who  have  tost  dieir  lives  in  conflict. 

"In  time  of  wai^  these  activities  obviously 
increase.  The  desire  for  spiritual  truth,  die 
desire  for  hope  in  the  midst  of  chaos  and  the 
desire  for  comfort  in  times  of  war's  destruc¬ 
tion  are  gready  heightened.  Our  soldiers  are 
so  desperate  to  reach  out  for  faith,  encour¬ 
agement  and  hope  in  times  of  war." 

Although  the  Army  has  chaplains  in 
120-130  nations.  Carver  is  concerned 
about  a  current  shortage  of  chaplains.  In 
the  active  National  Guard  and  Army 
Reserves,  500  chaplain  vacancies  exist. 
For  the  active  regular  military,  he  could 
use  another  100  maplains. 

The  sexm-to-be  twostar  general  said  chap¬ 
lains  must  have  a  ministiy  of  presence  with 
the  scikliers  and  dieir  fiunuy  members.  While 
not  exaedy  a  pastor  of  a  church  or  an  < 
list,  diey  have  pastoral  and  evangelistic  i 
It's  not  an  ei^t-hour-a-day  job  for  the  sejuea- 
mish.  It's  a  244iour-a-dcw  fob,  always  on  call. 

"We  live  with  our  dock.  We  ^  to  war 
with  them.  We  jump  out  of  planes  with 
them.  We're  there  to  help  birtn  their  chil¬ 
dren  and  to  bury  their  loved  ones. 
Everywhere  soldiers  go,  a  chaplain  is  near¬ 
by  to  give  them  peace  and  comfort  and 
remincT diem  diat  tkxl  is  present,  whether 
if  s  in  Bagdad  or  bach  in  meir  barrachs." 

Carver  said  wartime  chaplains  are 
advised  to  position  themselves  in  combat 
zcxies  where  diey  can  best  minister  to  their 
soldiers.  So  when  soldiers  go  exit  cxi  recon¬ 
naissance  along  Iraq's  roadsides  often 
booby-trapped  with  bcxnbs,  a  chaplain  is 
there.  When  a  patrol  scales  the  treacherous 
mountains  of  A^ianistan,  a  chaplain  is 
nearby.  As  4,000  seddiers  recen^  raked 
Ba^clad's  infamcxis  "Iriangle  of  Death" 
like  a  fine-tooth  comb  seardning  for  three 
men  thou^t  to  be  captured  by  A1  Qaida, 
several  chaplains  were  there. 

MiracAikxisly,  not  one  US.  Army  chap¬ 
lain  has  been  lost  in  Iraq  or  Afghanistan 
thus  fai;  Carver  said. 

"I  give  GexJ  the  glory  that  because  of  His 
marvelcxjs  grace,  we  Have  not  had  a  chap¬ 
lain  killed  m  actkxi  since  the  war  beg^" 
Carver  said.  "We  have  cxie,  a  Catholic  priest, 
who  is  recovering  from  severe  wcxinds. 
We've  had  others  wcxinded.  In  fact,  numer¬ 
ous  chaplains  have  received  Purple  Hearts. 
Some  have  received  Bronze  Stars." 

Originally  deployed  for  12  mexiths,  chap¬ 
lains  endure  dw  same  training  as  their

troops  and  are  deployed  together.  Like 
other  ccxnbat  soldiers. '  chaplains'  deploy¬ 
ment  has  swelled  to  15  mexiths,  after  whi^ 
they  are  reunited  with  their  families,  re¬ 
trained  and  re-focused  cxi  their  ministries. 

"Our  chaplains  are  tireci,  and  their  ministrv' 
is  a  very  deiruxiding  job,"  Carver  said.  "I  chal¬ 
lenge  diir  chaplains  to  make  sure  they  have  a 
mentor.  I  have  a  say^  that 'all  chaplains  need 
a  chaplain.'  We  remind  them  that  mei'  need  a 
minisler.in  their  lives  —  a  batde  buddy,  a  spir¬ 
itual  acccxintobilitN’  partner  —  to  whom 
can  share  their  personal  concerns,  g 

i  and  other  emotkxis  cxxnmcxi  to  us  all." 
Zarver,  who  acxepted  Christ  at  age  11  at 
Dykes  Creek  Chuim  in  his  native  Rcxne, 
Ga.,  and  was  baptized,  discipled,  and 
Ucensed  to  preach  in  a  SBC  church,  said  he's 
thankful  for  his  Baptist  heritage. 

"I  have  a  dear  relatkximip  with  my 
church.  I  was  eejuipped  to  be  a  pastor  and  a 
chaplain  as  a  result  of  the  weirk  of  many 
Baptist  Sunday  Schcxil  teachers,  wor- 
eaders,  preachers  and  prayer  warriors, 
thank  Scxidiem  Baptists  for  continuing 
to  produce  such  cxitstanding  young  pastors, 
who  are  being  called  as  chaplains  to  do  such 
extraordinaiy  ministry  in  sum  a  difficult  time 
in  the  htotory  of  cxir  country.  1  just  ask  that 
Baptists  contiraK  to  pray  for  cxir  chaplains 
and  to  keep  sending  exit  chaplains.  The  wexk 
is  so  tremendous  but  the  laborers  are  so  few." 

Carver  said  there  is  a  great  hunger  for 
spiritual  truth  among  American  scxdiers, 
evidenced  on  this 
past  Easter  Sunday 
at  an  unnamed 
Army  base  where 
400  soldiers  accept¬ 
ed  Christ  during  a 
large  outdcxir  ser¬ 
vice.  "From  gener¬ 
als  to  privates, 
we're  seeing  lives 
changed  and  trans¬ 
formed,"  he  said. 

Carver  and 
Sunny,  his  wife  of  35 
years  —  who  have 
moved  25  times  dur¬ 
ing  their  marriage  — 
have  two  grown 
daughters  and  two 
grandchildren  with 
a  third  on  the  way. 

His  83-year-old 
mother  Evelyn  still 
lives  in  Rome  and  is, 
as  Carver  put  it,  "a 
tremendcxis  wexnan 


of  faith  and  a  prayer  warrior  who  raised 
me,  my  brother  and  sister  in  the  church." 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Tennessee  with  a  B.A.  degree  in  leligkxis 
studies.  Carver  also  earned  an  M.  Div. 
degree  at  Scxithem  Seminary  in  Lcxiisville, 
Ky.,  and  an  M.S.  deg^  in  stratemc  studies 
at  die  Army  War  Ccxlege  in  Carli^,  Pa. 

An  ordained  Scxiffiem  Baptist  minister, 
he  has  pastored  churches  in  Kentucky, 
Cokxado,  and  Virginia. 

Carver  pleads  with  Southern  Baptist 
and  all  churches  to  "take  care  of  your 
chaplains.  Please  support  them  with 
prayer.  Send  them  notes  of  encourage¬ 
ment.  They  need  more  than  candy  and 
ccxiJcies.  Welcome  them  home  anci  give 
them  the  opportunity  to  share  their 
experiences  and  their  stories  of  preach¬ 
ing  Christ  and  ministering  to  solaiers. 

^Reach  exit  and  minister  to  fiiem,  because 
their  lives  will  never  be  the  same  as  a  result 
of  their  combat  experience.  They've  seen  a 
lot  of  gri^  and  brokenness.  Tl^  need  time 
for  healing  and  restoration.  Iney  paid  a 
price  when  they  went  in  harm's  way  to  the 
desnts  of  the  Middle  East."

Vw 
commit  to  memory  and  store  in 
our  hearts  all  thow  verses  toat 
end  widi,  "And  1  shall  dwell  in 
dve  house  of  dw  Lord  forever."  It 
covers  the  scope  of  a  life  and  vet 
it  is  just  over  a  hundred  words.  I 
got  to  thinking  about  reducing 
ufe  to  five  words.  What  I  discov¬ 
ered  is  that  you  can  just  about 
bml  it  down  to  five  words  in  any 
area  or  discipline  in  your  life. 
Let  me  pass  mem  along  to  you 
for  what  they  are  wordi. 

For  instance,  when  it  comes  to 
dietmg  and  weight  loss,  a  friend 
of  miivl  said  that  he  had  figured 
it  out  arvl  mdeed,  he  had.  The 
five  words  drat  h^  die  key  to 
success  were,  less  and  exer¬ 
cise  more."  I  am  certainly  aware 
that  dreie  are  odrer  fectors  that 
come  into  play.  Sometimes  your 
body  is  not  runctioniiw  lixe  it 
oug^t  to  and  your  metabdism  is 
not  kidung  in  as  you  wish  it 
would  or  at  least  the  way  it  used

too.  However,  our  weight  is  the 
result  of  the  fuel  we  put  in  our 
body  and  expc^  from  it.  If  you 
are  goiirg  to  gain  weight,  you  are 
going  to  have  to  take  more  fuel 
m,  and  then  you  are  expending 
so  that  the  body  can  pack  it  on.  ff 
you  want  to  get  rid  of  sonrte  of  it, 
you  have  to  cut  down  some  and 
work  out  a  little  more.  1  know 
very  few  people  who  do  not 
have  a  struggle  from  time  to  time 
in  staying  away  from  some  of  the 
stud  dvu  their  natural  cravings 
say,  "Come,  and  eat  me!"  It  is  not 
easy  to  avoid  food  that  is  not 
good  for  you  or  not  needed. 

The  omer  piece  of  this  sim- 
le  statement  is  exercise  more, 
t  is  also  tough.  Have  you 
ever  heard  someone  say  or 
maybe  heard  the  echo  of  your 
own  voice  say,  "I  just  don't 
have  time  to  exerciser'  Most  of 
us  who  need  to  be  exercising 
fall  back  on  that  wonderfin 
phrase.  In  trudi  we  really  are 
too  busy.  We  have  places  we 
iveed  to  go,  dungs  we  need  to 
do,  people  we  riMd  to  see,  and 
work  we  need  to  accomplish. 
We  just  dcm't  have  time.  Have 
you  ever  stopped  and  dunight 
dut  while  we  may  not  have 
dme  to  exercise,  we  always  find 
time  to  eat?  Well,  that  is  enough 
about  toose  five  words. 

I  saw  the  second  set  of  five 
words  in  a  magazine  some 
years  ago.  The  words  referred 
to  how  to  be  a  successful  leader 
of  a  company  or  business  or 
nization.  In  fact  dw  title  of 


article  was,  "The  Five  Most 
Powerful  Words  in  Business."  1 
saw  die  title  and  I  wondered 
what  those  five  words  could  be. 
1  flipped  through  the  magazine 
ana  found  die  article.  Here  is 
what  die  audior  suggested.  The 
five  words  diat  can  make  a  dif¬ 
ference  in  an  organization  are 
"It  will  make  a jMference." 

If  a  leader,  a  CEO,  a  pastor,  or 
a  president  can  ever  convince 
diose  widi  whom  he  worics  diat 
what  they  are  doing  will  make  a 
difeerence,  then  it  mx)bably  will 
make  a  difference.  From  a  bibli¬ 
cal  standpoint  it  is  glorious  to 
behold  how  the  Lora  raised  up 
leaders  and  ultimately  sent  His 
Scm  to  dvxMe  His  team  of  disci¬ 
ples  and  helped  diem  to  under¬ 
stand  that  tSw  thing  diey  were 
going  to  be  a  part  of  was  going 
to  make  a  difference. 

The  diird  cluster  of  five  sim¬ 
ple  words  has  to  do  widi  stew¬ 
ardship.  While  there  have  been 
many  Dodks  written  and  many 
plans  given  on  how  to  live,  how 
K)  save,  how  to  spend,  and  how 
to  get  a  hold  on  your  finances, 
in  part  it  can  be  boiled  down  to 
these  five  words,  "Work  more 
and  spend  less."  Now  I  am  not 
just  tiying  to  encourage  folks  to 
be  woriumolics  or  misers  as  far 
as  diat  goes  but  being  industri¬ 
ous  ana  working  honesdy  and 
enthusiasticallyr  each  day  is 
good.  Watching  what  you 
spend  and  keepii^  it  widiin  the 
boundaries  of  what  you  have 
can  work  wonders  in  your  life 


and  budget.  I  know  there  are 
other  dimensfons  and  certainfe 
other  biblicRl  instructions  seUn- 
ed  to  giving,  dthing,  «id  caring 
but  if  you  begin  wim  diese  five 
words  as  a  fcMindation,  you  will 
be  doing  a  good  thing. 

One  UMt  duster  of  five  words 
may  be  the  five  most  important 
words  that  you  will  ever  heaz 
and  they  are  not  from  me.  They 
are  from  Jesus,  and  they  are  the 
five  words  that  He  spoke  to  a 
ndigious  leadei;  who  nioi^  he 
was  very  prominent,  dia  not 
know  the  Lord.  He  had  an  empty 
heart  and  a  dismal  future.  Jesus 
said  to  him,  "You  must  be  bom 
again."  Anybody  who  has  had  a 
personal  experience  widi  Je^ 
knows  what  it  is  like  to  be  living 
under  a  doud  of  guilt  feai;  alien¬ 
ation,  and  sia  and  then  emeri- 
ence  the  new  life  that  is  in  Christ 
with  a  new  beginning,  a  new 
direction,  and  an  everlasting 
hope.  You  understand  what 
these  words  mean.  For  someone 
wJk)  may  never  have  experi¬ 
enced  that  you  may  wonder  if 
that  is  real  or  just  diurdi  talk. 

You  must  be  bom  again  can 
become  die  most  glorious  reali¬ 
ty  in  your  life  as  Jesus  will  come 
and  bring  His  eternal  life  to  live 
in  you.  can  trust  Him  right 
now,  forever  your  life  will  oe 
changed,  and  forever  you  will 
be  Fus.  In  fact,  you  ordy  need 
five  words  to  invite  Jesus  into 
your  heart.  Ri^t  now  just  say, 
"Lord  Jesus,  I  need  you,"  ancl 
you  can  meet  Him. 

Probably  die  shortest  prayer 
in  die  entire  Bible  is  die  prayer 
diat  Peter  prayed  when  he  was 
about  to  sink  and  he  said, 
"Lord,  save  me."  Jesus  readied 
out  and  took  hold  of  him.  He 
will  reach  out  take  hold  of  you 
tcxlay,  and  hold  you  forever.

Studies  show  that  the  breakdown  of 
(he  traditional  tamily  is  the  loot  cause 
of  many  social  inoblems  in  America. 
If  mcwe  diilaien  were  raised  in  lovins  two- 
parent  homes  with  a  motfier  and  a  rather, 
mere  would  be  a  decrease  in  crime,  drug 
use,  and  teen  pregnancy.  Some  youra  peo- 
who  do  not  have  the  presence  ota  W- 
ing  fadier  in  their  lives  are  an^  and  hurt 
and  are  acting  out  against  society. 

Boys  and  girls  react  differently  to  the 
absence  of  a  father.  Girls  exjwrience 
intense  separation  anxiety,  demal,  iden¬ 
tification  widi  the  lost  pi^nt,  and  a 
hunger  for  masculine  attention.  Boys  are 
more  likely  to  use  drugs,  commit  crimes, 
and  end  up  in  prison. 

Adolescent  mrls,  who  experienced 
divorce  when  mey  were  younger  than 
nine,  reported  becoming  involved  widi 
alcc^l  and  drugs  in  hi^ier  proportions 
than  girls  from  families  wim  a  mother 
amd  a  fadier  at  home.  Girls  widunit  a 
fadier  at  home  are  more  likely  to  have 
lower  self-esteem  and  to  engaee  in  sexu¬ 
al  activity.  These  jgirls  see  me  loss  of 
their  fadin  as  a  rnection  of  diem.  They 
grow  up  widiout  tne  day  to  day  interac- 
non  with  a  man  who  is  attentive  and 


caring.  Widiout  this  constant  source  of 
emotional  nourishment,  a  girl's  sense  of 
being  valued  does  not  seem  to  thrive.

By  the  middle  of  die  seventeenth  cen¬ 
tury,  the  Philadelphia  Baptist 
Association  began  sending  missionaries 
into  difierent  ^rts  of  the  American 
colonies.  The  niiladelphia  association 
played  a  vital  role  in  die  formation  of 
o^r  associations.  In  1751,  the  second 
Baptist  association  in  America  was  o^- 
nized  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina. 
The  Sandy  Creek  Baptist  Association 
was  organized  in  North  Carolina  in 
1758.  B^  die  Charleston  and  Sandy 
Creek  Baptist  Associations  continue  to 
be  active  today. 

The  first  B^tist  church  in 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  was  actual¬ 
ly  oiganized  in  Kittery,  Maine,  ui^er 
the  leadership  of  Pastor  William 
Screven.  Screven  had  been  a  member  of 
the  Baptist  church  in  Boston,  but 
because  of  persecution  from  the 
Puritans,  he  led  a  grotm  of  believers  to 
soudiem  Maine  in  168z  and  formed  die 
first  ^ptist  dhurdi  in  diat  colony. 

However,  persecution  from  die  state 
church  connnued.  In  1686,  Pastor 
Screven  and  twenty-eight  members  of 
die  diurch  in  Maine  emigrated  by  boat 
to  Charleston  and  estabushed  die  ^t 
Baptist  diur^  in  the  southern  colonies.

Jim  Wallis  is  the  editor  of 
Sojourners  magazine.  He  recent¬ 
ly  shared  about  a  decades-long 
iw  between  him  and  Bill  Bru^t 
of  Campus  Crusade.

We  should  be  ready  to 
restore  a  relationrfup,  renrdle» 
of  the  reasons  for  the  rift.  Genesis 
50:15-21  shows  us  how  we 
should  react  when  someone 
approaches  us  for  recoTKiliation. 
Joseph's  brothers  were  worried 
after  their  hither's  death.  Because 
of  all  they  had  done,  ftwy  feared 
Joseph  would  seek  revenge 
against  them.  They  sent  a  mes¬ 
sage  to  him,  sharing  their  father's 
lemi^  that  he  foi^ve  them. 

The  brothers  then  approached 
Joseph  and  fell  down  before  him. 
They  declared  themselves  his 
slaves.  Joseph,  however, 
declined  to  judge  them.  He 
pointed  out  how  God  had  over¬ 
ridden  their  actions  and  brought 
good  from  the  wrong  they  1^ 
done.  Joseph  assured  them  he 
would  provide  for  them. 


In  Matthew  5:23-24, 
Jesus  had  strong  words 
about  the  importanoe  of 
racondliation.  He 
instrucled  His  followers 
to  recogniae  the  serious- 
ncas  ot  broken  lelatiotv- 
ih^  He  used  an  exam¬ 
ple  of  one  who  came  to 
worship  and  remem- 
bered  that  someone 
)ton  hdd  something  against 
him.  IHe  believer  was  to 
go  inunediately  and  reconcile 
with  the  odter  person,  ftwn 
return  to  worship. 

lesus  obviou^  placed  a  hi^ 
value  on  recondliation.  He 
pbxxd  it  above  the  act  of  wor¬ 
ship  in  this  case.  We  should  take 
it  just  as  seriously,  making  our¬ 
selves  fit  for  worship.  Sometimes 
our  attempts  at  recotKiliation 
may  not  be  successful.  But  when 
we  make  a  sincere  attempt  to 
restore  a  relationship,  we  can 
engage  in  acceptable  worship. 

In  Colossians  3,  Paul  shares 
another  principle  about  recon¬ 
ciliation.  He  urged  his  readers 
in  verses  12-15  to  live  a  certain 
way  as  "God's  chosen  people." 
He  called  them  to  compassion, 
kindness,  humility,  gentleness, 
and  patience. 


Here  Paul  Mys  we  should 
acce^  one  another,  forgiving  as 
Christ  forgave  us.  Even  if  we 
are  the  offended  party,  we 
should  take  action.  *If  anyone 
has  a  complaint  against  anoth¬ 
er"  he  is  to  forgive  graciously 
and  freely  as  the  Lord  forgave. 

The  root  word  for  "fomven" 
in  verse  13  is  based  cm  tlw  rernt 
word  for  "grace."  Forgiveness 
is  an  expresskm  of  grace.  It  is 
not  a  questiem  of  wlut  the  for¬ 
given  person  deserves. 

Formveness  does  not  auto- 
matic^Iy  cancel  the  conse¬ 
quences  of  past  actions.  Neither 
is  it  based  cm  feelings,  foiwt- 
ting,  or  excusing.  It  is  a  deliber¬ 
ate  act  of  die  wul.  We  make  the 
chcNce  to  fcMgive  an  offense  and 
mend  a  relaoonship. 

Christians  are  to  exhibit  love 
above  all  of  the  virtues  men¬ 
tioned,  verse  14  emphasizes. 
Love  is  the  perfect  bcxid,  holding 
us  togedier  in  unity.  When  our 
followups  are  bound  together 
in  love,  relationships  are 
strengthened.  If  love  is  lacking, 
there  is  often  disagreement  and 
dLsharmony. 

In  verse  15,  "peace"  has  the 
meaning  conveyed  by  the 
Hebrew  term  shalom.  It  indi¬ 


cates  "well-beiM  and  whole¬ 
ness  under  God's  rule." 
Believers  are  to  live  in  a  har¬ 
mony  that  comes  from  our 
commitment  to  Christ.  We 
should  let  the  peace  of  Christ 
rule  among  us,  enjoying  com¬ 
pleteness  as  members  of  a 
unified  body. 

What  if  Jim  Wallis  had  never 
approached  Bill  Bright?  What  if 
Bill  Bright  had  rebuffed  him? 
Two  influential  believers 
would  have  remained  at  cxids. 
The  two  would  not  have  made 

geace  if  Wallis  had  not  sought 
right  out.  They  would  not 
have  made  peace  if  Bright  had 
not  accepted  his  overture. 

Gcxl's  plan  is  that  we  facili¬ 
tate  reconciliation  when  we  are 
in  conflict  with  others.  Because 
we  belong  to  Christ,  we  have  a 
responsibility  to  make  restored 
relationships  a  priority.  We 
should  take  action  to  reconcile 
with  others,  forgiving  them 
completely  when  we  are 
wronged.  Then  we  will  experi¬ 
ence  tne  peace  that  comes  from 
belonging  to  the  body.

"purpose"  statement  the  reason 
why  Peter  wrote  a  second  letter 
to  me  same  readers  (v.  1  y.  "fiiat 
you  should  remember  die  words 
spoken  beforehand  by  die  holy 
prophets  and  die  command¬ 
ment  of  the  Lord  and  Savior  spo¬ 
ken  by  your  apostles"  (v.  2). 
Disclosing  his  intent  logically 
foDows  m  lei^gthy  censure  (x 
false  teadiers  m  diapter  two. 
Peter's  readers,  bombarded  with

Chapter  three  is  a  reswnse  to 
two  troublesome  reali^:  la] 
Rise  of  Religious  Scoffers  and  [b] 
Dday  of  me  Second  Comii^. 
The  twenty-first  century  surpris¬ 
ing^  resembles  die  first  century. 

1.  God's  Word  accomplices 
His  will,  however  many 


ridicule  it  or  however 
few  believe  iL 

Read  Isaiah  55:8-11 
and  Hebrews  4:12.  * 

In  chapter  three, 
"word"  (w.  2,  5,  7)  and 
"promise"  (w.  4,  9,  13)  appear 
three  times;  "commandment"  (v. 
2),  "letters"  (v.  16),  ai^ 

"Scriptures"  (v.  16)  appear  once. 

Critics  and  heretics  read 
God's  Word.  Peter  described 
them  as  "untaught"  (v.  16), 
"unstable"  (v.  16),  and  "unprin¬ 
cipled"  (v.  17).  According  to  J. 
N.  D.  Kelly,  the  Greek  adie^ve, 
translated  "untaught,"^  indi¬ 
cates  a  lack  of  qualifications  (A 
Commentary  on  the  Epistles  of 
Peter  and  Jude,  373). 


("promise").  In  verses  3-4,  Peter 
quoted  die  "mockers"  ^k. 
empaiktes),  exposing  tneir 
immve  as  "lust."  They  maligned 
die  Scriptures  in  order  to  excuse 


their  "lawless"  (NIV 
rendering  of  the  Greek 
adjective  translated 
"unprincipled") 
deeds.  In  like  manner, 
the  Roman  soldiers 
and  chief  priests  had 
"mocked"  (Gk. 
empaizo)  Jesus  during 
his  trials  and  crucifix- 
I**  ion  (e.g.,  Mt.  27:27-29; 

Mk.  1531). 

Critics  and  heretics  "distort" 
(v.  16)  what  they  read.  The 
Greek  verb,  translated  "distort," 
depicts  twisting  or  warping, 
even  "perverting  (Kelly,  3^). 

Peter  remincM  his  readers 
that  God's  Word  determines 
ALL  reality,  a  fact  that  critics  and 
heretics  "^iberately  forgrt"  (v. 
5,  NIV)  or  "ignore"  (see  I^). 

Verses  5-o  link  die  past  to 
God's  Word:  (a)  He  spoke 
briefly,  and  the  creation  materi¬ 
alized  (Gen.  l:l-2:3);  |b]  He 
announced  a  global  flood,  then 
it  rained  (Gen.  6:3,  5-7). 

Verses  7-9  link  the  present  to 
God's  Word.  Today  is  the  "day 
of  salvation"  (2  Cor.  6:2;  see 
also  V.  15)  because  the  "day  of 
judgment"  awaits  His  decree. 
The  Greek  verb,  translated 


"reserved,"  means  "to  store 
up"  (.see  Rom.  2:5)  or  "to  lay 
up,"  oftentimes  treasure. 

Verses  10-13  link  the  future  to 
God's  Word:  [a]  His  prophets 
heralded  the  "Dav  of  ^  Lord" 
(e.g.,  Jl.  2:11;  Am.' 5:18-20;  Zeph. 
1:14-18;  Mai.  4:5);  [b]  HLspropnet 
Lsaiah  anticipate  new  heavens 
and  a  new  earth  (Is.  65:17;  66:22). 

Peter  concluded  chapter  three, 
reminding  his  readers  diat  the 
Scriptures  were  their  stability.  The 
Greek  noun  sterigmos,  tran^ted 
"steadfastness"  (v.  17),  contrasts 
the  Greek  adjective  asteriktos, 
tran^ted  "unstable"  (v.  16). 

2.  God's  timing  trumps  our 
schedules. 

On  the  Mount  of  Olives,  Jesus 
informed  his  disciples,  "When 
you  see  all  these  tnings,  recog¬ 
nize  diat  (the  Son  of  Man]  is 
near,  right  at  die  door.  Truly  I  say 
to  you,  this  generation  will  not 
pass  away  until  all  these  things 
take  place"  (Mt.  24:33-34).  First- 
century  Christians  saw  them¬ 
selves  as  that  generation. 
Consequently,  the  passage  of 
time  weakenra  their  faith. 

Mockers,  on  the  other  hand, 
became  more  defiant  (v.  4).  They 
attadeed  God's  credibility.  Theu* 


confidence  was  their  routine, 

f>redictable  and  controllable;  just 
ike  Noah's  generation,  "eating 
and  drinking  ...  marrying  and 
giving  in  marriage,  until  dw  day 
mat  Noah  entei^  the  ark,  and 
they  did  not  understand  until 
the  flood  came  and  took  them  all 
away"  (Mt.  24:38-39a). 

In  verse  8,  Peter  explained 
that  God  is  not  bound  by  time. 
Therefore,  concepts  such  as 
"slow"  (v.  9)  or  "delay"  do  not 
apply  to  Him.  What  we  per¬ 
ceive  as  "slowness"  (v.  9)  is 
actually  God's  patience  (vv.  9, 
15).  Credit  card  companies  did 
not  invent  the  "grace  period!" 

God's  patience  benefits 
believer  and  heathen;  more 
time  for  "salvation"  (v.  15)  or 
diligence  (v.  14).  Peter  chaiged 
his  readers  to  consider  tmir 
"conduct"  (v.  11).  He  empha¬ 
sized  five  qualities:  [a]  "holy" 
(v.  11),  [b]  "godliness"  (v.  11),  [c] 
"in  peace"  (v.  14),  [d]  "spotless" 
(v.  14),  and  [e]  "blameless"  (v. 
14).  He  also  encouraged 
expectancy  (vv.  12, 14).
